Interview with M r. Techau. 
As M r . H araldt 
R. 
Techau 
has 
just arrived frcm Germany where be 
has spent one-half 
of his life, 
The 
Eagle takes this opportunity to pre­ 
sent to its reader* a brief i n t e r v i e w 
with him. 
M r . Techau 
is a young 
man of American birth and is not a 
stranger to Texas, having once serv 'd 
as director 
of music 
in the 
Texas 
C hristian University at Waco. 
Comparing 
Germany 
with 
other 
prom inent 
musical 
countries, 
Mr. 
Techau believes 
that Germany takes 
the lead in musical progress 
of the 
present 
day. Considering that 
most 
all of the celebrated living composers 
are consciously or uncounsciously in­ 
fluenced by Richard W agner, the great 
modern revolutionist in melodramatic 
art, and he feels sure th at his views 
are correct. 
Mr. Techau was asked how 
many 
years of work are required for gra­ 
duation in the great conservatories? 
"From three 
to five years. 
Most 
students adm itted thereto are already 
well advanced in musical training.1” 
Do not some of the great German 
m usicians now reside in America? 
“Yes. Some of the great perform ers, 
but few of the great com posers.” 
Do many A m ericans study music in 
Germany? 
"Yes, thousands, both men and wom­ 
en study in the conservatories or un­ 
der private te a c h e rs.” 
Why do they do this? was asked. 
"F irst: For the prestige 
attaching 
to European training. Second: In ord­ 
er to hear much of the best music and 
to live in a musical atm osphere. Good 
perform ances 
occur 
throughout the 
year. There, music is a necessity rath ­ 
er than a luxury.” 
W hat of the cost of a musical train­ 
ing in Germany? 
“The cost of a general music train­ 
ing is less than in Am erica. For ex­ 
ample, in the Royal Conservatory 
in 
Leipsig, for 360 m arks or $90, a stud 
cut can take 
all courses 
be may 
choose, for ten m onths. Usually two 
courses are ta k e n .” 
Does the Am erican student need to 
study German before going to Ger­ 
many? 
“Yes, in order to mingle freely with 
the G erm an people, and to get most 
from 
entertainm ents, 
lectures and 
tra v e l." 
W hat are its greatest m usical cent­ 
ers? 
“Berlin, 
Leipsic, D resden, 
Frank 


fort on the Main, S tuttgart, and Mun­ 
ich, e tc .” 
"The standard of musical education 
is about uniform throughout the em­ 
pire. However, each prom inent Ger­ 
man city offers some special advant­ 
age. Thus, Leipsig, is celebrated for 
its splendid Teichm ueller method in 
modern piano technique. Dresden 1b 
famous for its unequalled opera per­ 
formances and for its superiority in 
pure artistic learning. Here 
resides 
Hermann Seholtz, Court pianist to tho 
King of Saxony, known for his sup­ 
erb method of training the student 
to finger practice, phrase and pedal 
the works of the great composers.

tional c o lle g e s in the United States 
have held a conference and issued an 
address to the people of Texas urging 
the adoption 
of 
the 
constitutional 
amendment giving country school dis­ 
tricts the right to levy taxes for the 
building of school houses and main­ 
tenance of schools on equal terms with 
towns and cities. 
After giving statis­ 
tics to show the unenviable rank of 
Texas as compared with other states, 
the address concludes: 
Is there an intelligent, honest man 
in Tex.cs who is willing to have con­ 
tinued without protest a policy that 
keeps the door of educational opportu­ 
nity locked to thousands of confiding 
innocent children? 
We think not. 
The pending constitutional amend­ 
ment. relating to public free schools, 
if adopted in the November • 1908) 
election, will authorize the legislature 
to enact a law giving force and effect 
to the principle of local self govern­ 
ment in providing good public free 
schools in both urban and country 
districts. 
Surely no right minded per­ 
son will question the wisdom and the 
justice of permitting the people to pro­ 
vide, with their own means, for the 
support of their own schools in which 
to educate their own children. 
The 
adoption of this amendment will lim­ 
it the rate of taxation for school pur­ 
poses in the country school districts, 
and in the towns and villages incor­ 
porated for free school purposes only 
to 50c, on each 
HOO 
valuation 
of 
property. 
Before any tax 
whatever 
could be levied it would have to be au­ 
thorized by a majority 
vote of the 
property taxpaying; voters. 
Texas needs longer school 
terms, 
better 
schoolhouses, 
country 
high 
school, a larger number of thoroughly 
qualified and capable 
teachers. The 
adoption of this amendment will con­ 
tribute 
to the attainment 
of all of 
these desirable ends. We, therefore, 
appeal to the people of Texas for the 
support of the pending constitutional 
amendment 
relating to public 
free 
schools in the November (1908) elec­ 
tion, and ask the religious and secular 
press of the state to assist us in plac­ 
ing this matter properly 
before the 
people.
